These companies were

fied by F. G. Smith, president of 
the Hartford-Empire Company, of 
Hartford, Conn., as being his con- 
cern and the Owens-Illinois Glass 
Company. 


Smith told the federal monop- 


oly committee that these two 
firms hold patents on 
essential 


machines for leeding liquid glass 
into blowers. The processes em- 
ployed by the machines are 
the 


"most economical" known, he 
testified. 


No Outside License 


At the same time Hugh Cox, 


justice department attorney, con- 
ducting the hearing, brought oat 
that the Owens-Illinois 
company 


had not licensed any outside con- 
cern to use its process siuce 1314, 
so that anyone desiring now 
to 


go into the glass industry would 
have to apply for a patent license 
to Hartford-Empire, or use a 
"streamfeed" 
method, 
suitable 


only ior the production ot limitud 
articles. 
"Isn't it true," 
Cox abkei, 


"that as far as those 
machines 


are concerned, your company aas 
virtually a monopoly on them'.'" 


Smith agreed that "our com- 


pany does have a monopoly, whicu 
is, of course, the monopoly give:i 
us by the patents."

Justice Hughes said, "is not of a 
duty of the state to supply legal 
training, or of the quality of the 
training which it does supply, but 
of Us duty when it provides such 
training to furnish it to the resi- 
dents o£ the state upon the basis 
of an. equality of right. 


Privilege Denied 


"By the operation of the laws 


of .Missouri a privilege has been 
created for while law students 
whicb is denied to negroes by rea- 
son of their race.

there and must go outside the 
state to obtain it. 


"That is a denial of the quality

FARES AND PROFITS 


It is natural, perhaps, to think that more 


money can be made in transportation by 
jacking up rates, but it doesn't seem to work 
that way any more—if it ever did—on the 
railroads. So the eastern lines, which aftei 
a period of low passenger rates jerked them 
up again last summer, arc getting ready for 
a new cut. At the higher rate they ran into 
a bad traffic slump. 


The chief factor, no doubt, is the highway 


competition. 
The railroads used to have 


things pretty much their own way in both 
freight and passenger traffic. Now there is 
the competition of trucks, busses and private 
automobiles, ready to step in whenever rail- 
road rates rise, to undercut them and take 
their business. The eastern lines, losing with 
a passenger coach fare of 2 
1/*. cents a mile, 


are now expected to return at their own re- 
quest to 2 cents, with perhaps I1/!: cents a 
mile for round trips, at least for the New 
York World's fair. 


It need surprise no one if, after the fair, 


the eastern roads keep their fares down. 
Western lines seem to have got along all 
right with fares about the same as those 
now proposed again for the cast.

TELL I'JOrSlCIAX ALL SYMPTOMS 


There was a time when our humorists liked to 


say, "The patient lias had his tonsils and all his 
teeth removed but he still has his rheumatism." 
We do not hear this joke ;iny more because prac- 
tically every family has seen the very satisfactory 
results obtained by removal ot teeth and tonsils in 
preventing further attacks ot rheumatism although 
joints damaged by chronic rheumatism can hardly 
he expected to be free entirely of pain and htiffncss. 


Another joko on the medical profession was 


based on the 'foolish' questions the phsyician ask- 
ed the patient—his nai cuts' suul grandparents' age 
when they died and any illnesses from which they 
suffered, did ho wake up in the night and not go 
to sleep again readily; how far could ho walk with- 
out getting out of breath, and other questions that 
did not seem to bo related to the pain or other 
symptom of which he complained. This questioning 
or getting the 'history' of the patient before mak- 
ing the examination is not considered u joke any 
more because only the patient can accurately des- 
cribe his pain or other symptoms. Thus a patient, 
much worried about his heart as it seemed to be 
beating too rapidly, visited a heart socialist. He 
expected the physician to immediately use the 
stethoscope, the syphpmomauomcter (blood press- 
ure machine), the electrocardiograph which re- 
cords strength and regularity of the heart, and tho 
fturoscopc which enables the physician to actually 
see the heart. Instead, the physician had him walk 
across the room and asked him how far ho could 
walk at this rate without getting out of breath. 
When he told the distance that he could walk 
without getting out ot breath easily, the heart 
specialist told him he had no heart disease, and to 
worry no further about it. 


An examination with btclhoscope, blood press- 


ure machine, electrocardiograph and Ihiroscopc 
was made, however, and the heart was pronounced 
normal. 


Thus the smple question. "How far 


walk without getting out ot breath?" gave Xhc 
heart specialist the information that it was not the 
heart that was causing the symptoms. 


When you consult a physician do not hesitate 


to tell all about your symptoms and answer his 
questions fully.

case of Consolidated Edison com- <•>• 
pany of New York against the na- 
tional labor relations board that a 
whole new scanning of the horizon 
of federal regulation seems likely. 


Consolidated Edison is a tremen- 


dous power company in point of 
the number of kilowatts of energy 
it shoots along its network of wires 
and cables. Nevertheless, it oper- 
ates in New York State almost 
(but not quite) to the exclusion of 
all other territory. 


It sells power to city docks, to 


railroads and to enterprises which 
operate the tunnels operating un- 
der the Hudson, connecting New 
Jersey with New ifork. At no point 
does it transmit power under its 
own control outside of New York 
State. It sells a very small portion 
to companies which in turn use it 
in interstate commerce. 


Emphasis On 'Affecting' 


i VJOW the national labor relations 


"•^ act provides, roughly, that 
federal regulations of labor bar- 
gaining shall apply to companies 
engaged in interstate commerce, or 
whose business "affects" interstate 
commerce. Under this act, the la- 
bor board claimed authority over 
the relationship between Consoli- 
dated Edison and its 40,000 em- 
ployes. It is agreed that none of the 
Edison employes engages in inter- 
state commerce. But the labor 
board contended that sale by the 
firm of a small portion of its power 
to companies which use it in inter- 
state commerce brought Edison 
under federal jurisdiction. The 
board held that in event of labor 
trouble a power shut-down would 
"affect" interstate commerce. 


The supreme court agreed. 
In the nearest recent approach 


to this decision the court upheld

WO years ago the court upset 
the Guffey coal 
production 


control act by asserting that the 
industry was local, not national, 
in character. What now is to off- 
set an argument tha^coal mining 
is in interstate commerce because 
coal is sold to companies which 
engage in interstate commerce? 
That is one of the nossibilities. 


The court has veered about with- 


in two years to a course that vastly 
broadened federal control over 
such matters as labor and indus- 
trial conditions. In the Consolidat- 
ed Edison decisioi. a member of 
the court for thi first time gave 
some recognition jf the change. In 
his dissent. Justice Butler rather 
forlornly referred to "the period" 
when the court wt.s deciding an- 
other way, and h . was one of the 
majority instead of the present 
slim minority constituted by him- 
self and Justice McReynolds.
